,' Washington—Restriction of Mexi- 


can immigration which now has been 
formally approved by Harry Hull, the 
commissioner general of immigration 
may mean the beginning of legisla- 
tion to apply the quota law to the en- 
tire western' hemisphere. 


Mr. Hull points out tnat is is in- 


congruous to limit all the rest of the 
world including- such countries 
as 


Great Britain in the number that may 
be admitted to the United States an-; 
to allow at the same time unrestricted 
immigration from Jlexico. 


Actually, if Congress approves tht 


recommendation, Mexico would be per- 
mitted to send about 1,600 persons a 
year, calculated on a percentage of 
the number of persons of a given na- 
tionality^ resident here -when the cen- 
sus of 1890 was taken. Approximate- 
ly 68,000 came in last year. Mr. Hul 
thinks that the quota system might 
be applied to Can: ^a as a protection 
to that country which at present can 
send as many as it pleases across the 
border. While 20,000 would be eligible 
for admission, Canada doesn't 
use 


what would be a full quota anyhow. 
He thinks that Canada is the victim 
of too much migration which would be 
prevented to some extent by the quota

, But if Mexico" is to' be' restricted 
the chances are. congress will want to 
take up' the whole problem of the 
western .hemisphere. 
Just at this 


time", when .relations between 
the 


United States and nations south of 
the Rio Grande are none too pleas- 
ant, the discussion may be thought 
unwise by the department of state and 
President Coolidge may even be ask- 
ed to postpone the decision for an 
other year. Western Railroads and 
various industries in. the southwest 
may feel inclined to oppose the le& 
islation as at present Mexican labor 
is cheap and serviceable. For this 
very reason, however, some of the 
American labor leaders are" anxious to 
set up a barrier. 
The labor problem in Texas and in 


other parts of the south would be af- 
fected somewhat by 
restriction of 


Mexican immigration 
and while a 


large number of Mexicans, relatively 
speaking, come into the United States 
each year, still, a large number go 
back to Mexico. 


Apart from the-merits of Mexican 


Immigration which the bureau of Im- 
migration here believes should be on 
a quota basis, if fir no other reason 
than to put Europe on a footing of 
equality with Mexico, the chances arc 
that the Mexican problem would not 
be acted on alone. 


MANY SLIP OVER BORDER 


One of the difficulties in handling 


Mexican immigration is that thou 
rands, annually slip across the border 
even now. without going through the 
usual immigration inspection system. 


As for Canada, the difficulties of 


policing the northern 
border 
are 


equally great. 
Some 
day when a 


method of registration for all aliens 
is devised, those who have entered 
unlawfully may be checked up. 


Restriction by law will reduce much 


of the Mexican immigration but whe- 
ther the bars can ever be effectively 
set up on account of the long Mexican 
boundary line is a practical aspec 
•which congress undoubtedly will con 
sidcr. 


The situation on the northern bor- 


der is somewhat different as the class 
of immigration is deemed desirable 
and in the last five-year period only 
one fifth of what would be a quoin 
for Canada and Xew Foundland has 


for admission.

Secretary of State Suggests 


P!an 
for Permanent 


Flood Control 


Rapid City, S. D. —UP)— Informed 


personally by Secretary Hoover, head 
of the administration's Mississippi re- 
lief committee, of j icssing conditions 
caused by the inundation of thousands 
of acres of southern lands. President 
Coolidge was prepared Thuisday to 
give consideiation to the question of 
whether an early session of congress 
is advisable to cope with the problem. 


The president was told by the com- 


merce secretary that immediate fed- 
eral aid was necessary to help the 
flood area reconstruct its lev«cs and 
rehabilitate its people, but Mr. Hoov- 
er, without mentioning a special s 
sion, said he was convinced that the 
refugees could be taken care of until 
congress meets in regular s:ssion in 
December.

In recommending "immediate" fed- 


eral aid. Secretary Hoover said 
he 


had in liund the fact that state legisla- 
tures were unable to raise i enough 
money to carry on imperative work. 


Whether Mr. Hoover's picture of 


conditions in the south, coupled with 
the recommendation of Senator Smoot 
of Utah for an early session, has 
caused any reaction at the summer 
white house was to be seen. 


PEOPLE DISCOURAGED 


"The inability to pay interest; itate

also complete a program of making 
the Mississippi and its tributaries 
navigable.

from state reports by the bureau of 
jublic roads of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


A total of 962 miles of new surfac- 


ing was placed by Wisconsin during 
the year, 
including 
reconstruction 


This mileage was exceeded 
only b> 


Ohio with 2,411.2 miles, and Minneso- 
ta with 1,412 miles. Other outstanding 
states from a road construction stand- 
point arc: Nebraska, S33.S miles: Mis- 
souri, S22.7 miles: Pennsylvania, 751.3 
miles; North Carolina, 636.2 miles. 


The state was fifth in both the total 


mileage in state- systems and existing 
surfaced mileage at the end of 192C 
having a total of 10,279.6 miles in its 
system and 8,420.4 miles of surfaced 
roads. 


States having a higher total mileage 


than Wisconsin, in the order named 
are: Texas, 15,728; New York, 14,06$:

Members of both hous- 
es are speculating on the date, along 
with some of the state office forces, 
who were moved out 
of committee 


rooms and other spaces in tho Capi< 
tol to make room for the legislative 
work. 


Indications are that if there wero no 


more bills to go from the scnato to 
tho assembly the latter house could 
finish its work this week. The lower 
house has less than 50 bills of its own 
origin to work upon. These could eas< 
ily be cleaned up in two day's calen- 
dars, as few of them are of major im- 
portance. 


SEXATE IS FAR BEHIND 


Tho senate, however, still has ap 


proxhnately 75 measures to approve or 
reject and many of them are of con 
siderable importance—so-called "big 
bills" which will be discussed at length 
on the floor of the senate before final 


action is taken. Among these are largo 
appropriation bills. 


Then this legislation must go to tho 


assembly and that body will probably 
work with brief calendars, short ses- 
sions, llttlo discussion and few mem- 
bers until these important measures 
come through. The senate's speed will 
bo further hampered by tho Influx of 
tho few assembly bills each day. 


MAY END IN A WEEK 


The more optimistic legislators bo- 


llevo that this exchange of bills will 
bo completed in a week but other 
guesses go as far along as-the first 
week in August. The average estimate 
of tho finish of business is probably 
next week-end. After that a few of the 
legislators will have to remain In the 
capltol, meeting each day for six days 
to receive from the governor any vc 
toes and adjourn the session sine die 
some time between August 3 and 13.

POLITICS COMES FIRST 


President Glenn Frank of the Univer- 


sity of Wisconsin proposes to institute an 
annual conference of political, social and 
economic leaders to "study the 
future 


needs and problems of the state." He has 
launched a meritorious idea, but we fear 
it will have difficulties in braving the 
choppy seas of our politics. 
Mr. Frank 


could not have lived in Wisconsin the 
time he has without observing that condi- 
tions invited his suggestion, lie has seen 
a house divided against itself, engaged in 
ceaseless wrangling, where politics has 
sunk so low as to lose all virtue. He has' 
seen the incompctcncy of the legislature, 
and the extravagances and weaknesses of 
state government. He has seen class an- 
tagonism at its worst, a crazy application 
of prejudiced taxation and other abuses 
of hectic politics. 


But has Mr. Frank failed to 
observe 


too that all this is the grand and glorious 
achievement of Super-Progress? The leg- 
islature is the instrument of attainment, 
the assembly its personification in 
the 


purest form. Here we have the quintes- 
sence of perfection in the great Progres- 
sive movement If he questions this, let 
him ask former Governor Elaine. And 
then there are the subsidiaries, the hun- 
dreds of boards, commissions, inspectors, 
et cetera, who revel in service to the 
dear people. Here are to be found the 
best minds of Wisconsin, and they know 
the location of back rooms in Madison 
when they wish to congregate. Young Mr. 
La Follette can testify to this. 


We fear Mr. Frank has out-progressed 


even the Progressives. It would as he in- 
timates be refreshing if we could "develop 
the art of discussing issues intelligently," 
but who wants that in Wisconsin except 
the victims of legislative reprisal, and of 
what account are the}-? We could settle 
the tax question in six months time if all 
groups were to come together and dis- 
cuss it intelligently and with an open 
mind. We could inject business principles 
and economy into state government if we 
would approach it from the angle propos- 
ed by Dr. Frank. We could rescue the 
University from politics, we could have 
genuine conservation in the interest of the 
people and other desiderata.

RAILROAD OPTIMISM 


For the next three months of this year 


an increase' in their freight car require- 
ments x>f from five to thirty per cent is an-

The meeting of the executive committee 


brought together about a hundred lead- 
ing industrial traffic representatives from 
Xew York. Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Man-land, Delaware, District of Colum- 
bia and part of Virginia, as well as repre- 
sentatives of the railroads serving these 
states. The railroads were reported in ex- 
cellent condition to handle the additional 
business should it develop. 


The advisory board is a cooperative or- 


ganization of the shippers formed for the 
purpose of assisting the railroads in solv- 
ing car service and other problems by an- 
ticipating the volume of business that 
may be expected to 
move 
quarterly 


throughout the year. Its membership of 
2500 or more is representative of the most 
potential industrial' section of the coun- 
try and in the three years of its existence 
has accomplished splendid results. 


The fact that a majority of these well 


informed shippers see an increase in busi- 
ness ahead should be an encouraging sign 
for those who have professed lo see dark 
clouds on the industrial horizon.

TIIK FLOOD 01-' MEDICCAL BOOZE 


In the diiys before prohibition few physicians ol 


standing ever prescribed us much as 100 pints of 
whisky in three months. 
Many good pli.vblcl.iiis 


prescribed alcohol in various cases and some good 
medical authorities vigorously upheld tho use of al 
cohol as a medicine. But nil agreed that its uses 
were limited and most of the honest doctors \\lio 
did believe alcohol a good medicine in some case* 
resorted to it only 
occasionally. 
The 
scientific 


ground 
on which 
the 
medicinal use of alcohol 


rested was steadily crumbling away. The medical 
authorities \\ho still supported the practice of pre- 
scribing it ns a stimulant \\erc making their last 
stand on precarious cround. 


Then came the Volstead act, and the government 


took out 'of the physician's hands the matter of 
prescribing alcohol. Rules and 
regulations 
were 


laid down for him and his patients, and if the doc- 
tor felt that the amount of alcohol the government 
permits him to prescribe was not sufficient, he 
could get more for a patient by criminal methods. 
A tood many doctors readily entered upon the 
criminal patli—but not for honor. 


The government permits a doctor to prescribe 


400 pints of whisky a year, and the physician may 
personally possess and dispense or ..administer an 
additional 12 pints of whi.sky and five gallons of 
grain alcohol each year. If he is keen for profits, 
this five gallons of grain alcohol may be readily 
converted into SO pints of synthetic gin. by the sim 
pie addition of some juniper extract and an equal 
amount of water. Thus the doctor, under federal 
permit, has at his disposal practically 492 pjnts of 
medicinal booze a year. Prior to Volstead very few 
doctors would have needed so much liquor. 


It is a scandal that this new order has encour- 


aged physicians, both young ones struggling to gain 
a foothold and old established men who-stop at 
nothing they think they can get away with, to enter 
upon the booties: business. A doctor may take out 
a prescription book and sell it to a crooked druggist 
for ready cash, the doctor first signing the blanks 
and entering fake names and addresses, so that the 
crooked druggist's hands will look clean in case the 
prohibition agents inquire. Then. too. the doctor 
may readily find and hold a market for all the real 
whisky or synthetic sin he can hand out at fancy 
prices. 


If our government could legislate out of existence 


tuberculosis or cancer, the necessary legislation 
would probably be passed promptly—but no doubt 
various interests that profit on these plagues would 
manage to obtain special exemptions or amend- 
ments of the law to suit their wishes. 


Any man who isn't drunk knows that alcohol did 


our country infinitely more harm in the prepro- 
libition days than even the synthetic gin, poisoned 
or bootlegged stuff does now. 


In the medical profession there is evident today a 


laxity of ethics, a waning of that professional in- 
tegrity which the medical fathers'fostered, a low- 
Ting of dignity in the very title of doctor. Doubt- 
less this makes it easier for the physician so" in- 
clined to sell his'soul. Formerly the doctor pre- 
scribed or dispensed alcoholic liquor because he 
thought it necessary. Now he prescribes or dis- 
penses it mainly for profit,

Most cases of tuberculosis of the 
lungs begin in school days and just about like that. 
"Cold" is a foolish evasion in such circumstances— 
don't you know in your heart that you are just 
:rumping uo that meaningless term as an alibi? 
Honestly, now, doesn't your good motlier conscience 
:ell you that you should give your daughter proper 
medical attention? 


Just Wait Till the Doctor Comes

Answer—I hone you will not be angry when I 


advise you to consult a physician about such trou- 
ble. I do so for this reason: Up to the present mo- 
ment there has been no authentic record of a hair 
growing in. In certain infections the lav-man may 
readily imagine the involved hair follicles are sore 
or thickened because the hair is "growing in." but 
the doctor will tell vou that this anomaly never 
lappens.

Thomas Jefferson -was one of the 


eaders of those who favored a limit- 
ation on. the number of years a Pres- 
dent could serve. Jefferson, as one of 
he most advanced proponents of an 
absolutely republican form of govern- 
ment, e'ntertamed grave fears that to 
omit a limitation would make 
pos- 


ible if not likely the holding of the 
presidential office for life. 


President Washington took the op- 


posite view. He held that the 
very 


spirit of the Constitution, as finally 
adopted, leaving open the question of 
re-eligibility, was such that the people 
would retain the electoral right

for the break with Taft and also that 
Wilson would have broken, it had it 
not been for the failure of his health. 


Only 
ten" Presidents 
have 
been 


elected for two terms. 
The longest 


service of any President has been 
eight years and the shortest —• the 
term of W:lliam Henry 
Harrison, 


having but one month. Of Vice Pres- 
idents succeeding to the presidential 
office, Roosevelt served the longest 
time, 7 years 5 months and 17 days. 
With the exception of President Coo- 
lidge, all succeeding Vice Presidents 
served more than half the term for 
which their predecessor was elected It. 
has been proposed in Congress that 
when a succeeding 
Vice 
President 


serves more than "half a term of his 
predecessor he ,shall not be eligible 
for a third term whereas one who 
served less than half would be elig- 
ible. This would maka Mr. Coolidga 
eligible but would have made all the 
others ineligible. As a matte: of fact 
Mr". Coolidge and Mr. Roosevelt are 
the only succeeding Vice Presidents 
who have subsequently been elected 
to the Presidency. 


The Constitution is not clear 01. the 


point of eligibility. It provides that 
on the death, disability, or removal 
of the President the powers and du- 
ties of the office shall devolve upon 
the Vice President. Students of Con- 
stitutional law regard 
question whether this

ally what 'it says, that merely the 
powers and duties shall devolve but 
not the office itself. 


One school of thought takes the 


position that there Is no actual presi- 
dential term without the election to 
that office and that succession does 
not constitute election. The Constitu- 
tion does say thatfthc President shall 
be elected. Another school holds that 
if a man. has taken the oath of office 
as'President twice he has served two 
terms, on matter what their 
dura- 


tion. 


It is beyond question 
that much 


study will be given to this issue from 
now until the conventions and. should 
Mr. Coolidge .be renominatcd by his 
party, from then until the election. 


It must be recognized, 
however, 


that there is a deep-seated American 
tradition against a third term in any 
form.

"From-the practical standpoint." he

at silo n filling time—peak . summer 
work periods. 


"Two cuttings puts the alfalfa cut 


ting task right after the coin cultiva- 
tion is completed, •with the exception 
of this year when corn is late.

"Under this system, an average of 


a. ton per acre more is obtained over 
a three year period as compared -with 
the three-cutting system.

-Xegligible use of this southern pro- 
duct by Wisconsin dairy farmers in 
the past is attributed to these facts: 


Linseed oil meal manufactured lo- 


cally, with its feeding qualities well 
known at home, and being- moderately 
priced, gave a preference over cotton- 
seed meal. It is only in recent years 
that adequate manufacturing process 
es and standardization were begun in 
the South: thus making it possible for 
cottonseed meal to compete with the 
local product. Proper feeding methods, 
although understood in the South for 
some time, were not generally known 
in, the northern states. 


Considered poisonous fifty years ago, 


cotton seeds were almost universally 
destroyed. In one state laws were pass- 
ed to prohibit dumping the seeds in 
streams, because it was thought that 
stock would be poisoned by the water. 
Chemistry has, since then, effective- 
ly disproved this superstition, and now 
all cottonseed meal is being used for 
feed with the exception of a small 
amount which is used for fertilization. 
Today scientists predict its use as a 
food, for human consumption.

He increased t3:c number of bushes 
and the size of his patch each year

«s at tho present time. He picked 250 
cases last year that brought him $4 
a case. ^That oW car made regular 
trips to Applcton during the blackber- 
ry season for Use past six years," said 
Mr. Bdministcr. "and it xrill go oftcn- 
cr this year.as I have more bushes 
and they nrc loaded better than «v«r 
before. 
I expect 
to pick S<» cases 


this year and s«H them at the same 
price as last year. 


"My best strain of Wackbcrrics is 


the Ancient Briton which was origl- 
natcd and developed by O. Millnixl 
years ago xvhcn I worked for him. Al- 
though I have other varieties, the 


-Andcst Briton beats them all." 


"Bushes in a new patch bccin to 


produce quantities of bcrics »he sec- 
ond year and grow stronger each year 
lor five years when they begin to' 
dctcrorialo anil a new ^vttch is re- 
quired. After the canes in n hill are 
through bearinc in ine fall. I cut and 
brra them. I burn th" old ci.nes to 
fvt rid of ihtm and Jo destroy cane 
worcrs and other pcsls that may bo 
Je or on them, it is the cane in a 


hill that sprouts and grows one year 
that docs the bearing the following 
year. 


"Before winter comes. I bend the 


canes to the ground, put dirt on the 
tips to hold them down and cover 
them with a coat of marsh hay two 
inches thick. 
This is an absolute 


necessity as a protection against 
freezing and thaning in the" winter 
and spring." 


"In spraying to control pests. I use 


arscnaic of lead and the Bordeaux 
spraying mixture. On bushes where 
the spray does not fall. I sometimes 
find wilted leave and worm nests. 


"On the roots of one hush," said 


Jlr. Jvdministcr. "during the recent 
dry spell. I poured a pail of water 
ciscli day as an experiment. The ber- 
ries are twice as large as on the other 
Pushes. Xo matter how much rain 
fails on all the bushes from now until 
iho berries are ripe, the berries on the 
watered bush will be twice as lar^e as 
the others at picking time as well as 
now.

Madison ..M3)— Many insect pests 


and plant diseases are prevalent in 
Wisconsin this 
summer, but there 


have been no "epidemics" or serious 
damages over a large area, the state 
department of agriculture announced 
today. 


The report came from the depart- 


ment's division of insect and plant 
disease control. This division, organ- 
ized in 1920 has a staff of 400 men. 
They are volunteer reporters, who 
send in weekly statements of Insect 
and plant diseases that are proving 
troublesome in their territories, and, 
according to the department "have 
been a most valuable source of in- 
formation." 


The department announcement said 


that viith the possible introduction in- 
to Wisconsin of the dreaded European 
corn borer at any time, this service 
affords ah organized system of "min- 
ute men" continually alert for sus- 
picious specimens of borers. 
Speci- 


mens have been received of various 
boreis attacking 
corn from 
more 


than fifty different'localities this sum- 
mer. All have been recognized as na- 
tive borers and the majority either 
the common stalk borer or the lined 
corn stalk bore. On sample collected 
from a corn field in Grant County 
contained nearly a hundred specimens 
of the latter species. 
Oxving to the 


backwardness of the season the corn 
was 
not able 
to make 
sufficient 


growth until recently and consequent- 
ly the injury of the various borers 
has been much more in evidence than 
usual. Most of the injury, however, 
•was confined to a few rows of corn 
adjoining the fence rows where the 
larvae had migrated into the' fields 
from the weeds along the fence. 


SCARCE IX GREEN-CO 


A European corn borer scare was 


reported in Green County on July 8th, 
the department announced, but upon 
investigation was found to be due to 
two pests, one the common stalk bor- 
er and the other the- "bill-bug" which 
frequently does serious injury to corn 
fields in Illinois but rarely in Wiscon- 
sin. 


Cutworms and wireworms have been 


reported as doing serious injury in 
various sections of the state. Onion 
and cabbage maggots have been caus- 
ing heavy loss throughout the south- 
em part of the state. Ants and plant 
lice which usually are found closely 
associated are usually abundant this 
season. The red spider has been do- 
ing serious injury to cedar and spruce 
trees.

SCHALK COST BAN JOB 


Former President of Ameri- 


can League Backed Um- 
pires and Was Ousted 


Chicago— Back of President Ban 


Johnson's resignation as head of the 
American League Is a story Involv- 
ing two club owners who once backed 
Johnson In every detail but who fail- 
ed him .in the crisis. 


Charles Comiskey, owner of the Chi- 


cago Sox, and Connie 
Mack, who 


holds the largest block of stock In the 
Philadelphia Athletics, are the men 
who brought on the 
criticism and 


pressure that finally*" caused Johnson 
to step down and out. 


About six weeks ago. as the result 


of a' near riot at the Philadelphia 
grounds when Umpire Ornsby called 
a ball hit by Ty Cobb foul that other- 
wise would have been a home run 
which would have evened the count 
and prevented a Philadelphia, defeat, 
Johnson and ZMack came to the part- 
inp of the ways. 


On the umpire's report, Johnson 


suspended the two outstanding stars 
of the Athletics, Cobb and Simmons, 
for an indefinite period. Because of 
these two suspensions the Philadel- 
phia club, then traveling at top speed, 
went into a slump from which it has 
never recovered. 


Connie Mack, for the first time dur- 


ing his connection with the American 
League, took issue with Johnson. He 
characterized the suspension as a bal- 
lyhoo gesture on the 
part' of the 


American League head, since it was 
his first important decision after re- 
suming office. Mack insisted the pow- 
er of the umpires was too great, that 
the players should be heard in the 
matter and, in general, disagreed with 
Johnson. 


A few weeks later 
Johnson, in 


handing down a decision in an impor- 
tant game between the Athletics and 
New York, which Mack had protested, 
again decided against Mack. 
This 


tended to further widen the breach 
between the two/ 


Owner Comiskey of the 
Chicago 


White Sox gave no outward sign of 
his antipathy toward Johnson on his 
return as head of the American Lea- 
gue until a Johnsonian ruling directly 
affected his ball club. 


A few weeks ago Manager Schalk 


of the White Sox took issue with Um- 
pire Owens over a decision. In regis- 
tering a protest, it 
seemed Schalk 


either intentionally 
or 
accidentally 


scattered dust over the uniform of 
Umpire Owens. He was ejected from 
:he game and an indefinie suspension 


President Johnson followed. 
That was the begining of the end 


of the Johnson rule in the American 
League. It is said Comiskey immediate^ 
ly insisted that a meeting of the 
American League owners be called to 
settle definitely the status of Johnson: 


Itsis understood that Johnson's fate 


was sealed prior to the meeting. If he 
refused to resign, the. league would 
retire him on full pay but take away 
iis active power. In other words, he 
would simply be honorary president 
with no power, on full pay. 


Seeing the handwriting on the wall, 


Johnson beat the magnates to it by 
tendering his resignation, compensa- 
tion to cease on his retirement. He re- 
fused to be "gagged" through money. 


It seems rather unfortunate that the 


two men who fought side by side with 
Ban Johnson in establishing the Amer- 
ican League should be opposedto him 
at the close of his reign. 


Those on the inside say that while 


Johnson may be out of the American 
League, he is not through with base- 
ball as one of its dominating figures. 
His name is connected with rumors of 
an impending third major league.
